Herr Ebert was elected provision- 
ally in 1919 by the General National 
Assembly at Weimar.

The 
Constitution gives the President a 
seven-year term.

Canada Will Deal Directly 
With Us for New Lake Treaty 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—In recog- 
nition of Canada’s particular interest 
in maintenance of amicable relations 
with the United States, the British 
Government has decided to authorize 
the Canadians to negotiate directly 
with-the American State Department 
in the framing of the new treaty to 
regulate naval strength on the Great 
Lakes. ‘In the near future a repre- 
sentative of the Canadian Govern- 
ment is expected in Washington to 
begin these negotiations, the founda- 
tions for which were laid during the 
visit here last July of Premier Mc- 
Kenzie King. 

The matter of naval vessels on the 
lakes will probably be only one of 
several subjects covered by the new 
treaty, which is now expected to 
supplant entirely the treaty of 1817.

Another development yesterday was 
the charge that three attempts had been 
made at wiretapping in New Brunswick. 
Miss Sally Peters, who is Mrs. Hall's 
house guest, said that the Hall house- 
hold had discovered an effort to tap its 
telephone wires, and had ceased to en- 
gage in important conversations ov2r 
the wire because of it. Ralph V. M. 
Gorsline, a vestryman of the church and 
a member of the choir, also said that 


some one had tried to listen in on his 
telephone. His suspicions had been 
aroused when he heard several unusual 
clicks when talking on one occasion sev- 
eral days ago, and he had heard similar 
noises during subsequent phone talks. 
But Mr. Gorsline said he was not worry- 
ing about the wiretapping, as he had 
nothing to conceal.’’ 

Gorsline is the man who was ques- 
tioned earlier in the case because of a 
report that his automobile had been seen 
near the Phillips farm on the night of 
the murder. This he denied. He ad- 
mitted that he drove a young woman

After 
a great deal of confusion as to whether 
any letters from Hall to Mrs. Mills were 
in existence, due to conflicting state- 
ments by the officials, it was finally 
developed yesterday that the authorities 
had not seen any such letters and did 
not believe that any existed. 

Then Miss North gave the first 
definite information that they existed 
in an interview at the Mills home yes- 
terday afternoon. 

At this‘ interview she remained very 
secretive about the contents of the let- 
ters and gave the impression that, al- 
though they were from the rector to the 
woman, they were of a “ platonic’’ na- 
ture, and that they would be used to 
prove there had been nothing improper 
between the rector and the choir singer. 

Miss North first sald that the packet 
contained ten to fifteen letters; then 
that there were ten letters, three with- 
out envelopes, and that these three were 
from the rector to the woman. Next she 


; said that all_ten were from the clergy- 


man to Mrs. Mills. Finally she declared 
that there were eight letters and six 
post cards, and that all were addressed 
to Mrs. Mills by Dr, Hall. According 
to Miss North, all the letters and post 
cards had been sent to Mrs. Mills while 
Hall was in Maine last August.

Adding to her theory, previously an- 
nounced, thta the couple were kidnapped 
separately and taken to the murder spot 
by automobile, and their bodies then 
taken in two automobiles to the place 
where they were found, Miss North as- 
serted that she believed et an ‘‘in- 
sane streak’’ caused certaih persons 
whom she suspects to become “‘ furiously 
jealous.”’ 

‘““ Whoever cut Mrs. Mill’s throat,” 
Miss North remarked, ‘‘ was jealous of 
her beautiful voice, and probably said 
to herself when she did it, ‘She shall 
never sing again!’ ”’ 

Miss North said that she hoped that 
her investigation would connect mem- 
bers of Mrs. Hall's family and several 
persons of the congregation with the 
affair. According to Miss North, it has 
been discovered that one member of the 
Stevens family was out all night on the 
night of the murder. 

Miss North said that Mrs. Augustus 
Tennyson, a sister of Mrs. Mills, had 
had a dream on the night before the 
murder; in which she saw Mrs. Mills 
‘‘ standing in blood, from which she 
could not extricate herself.’’ : 

In discussing this presentment Miss 
North reverted to the statements_made 
by ‘ Willie’’ Stevens on the Friday 
after the murder, and the day before the 
bodies were discovered. On Friday Wil- 
lie went to the firehouse and told some 
of the firemen that something dreadful 
was about to happen. 

Miss North is a good looking young 
woman, smartly dressed and self-con- 
fident. She read law for three years 
with Grace Humiston, the woman 
lawyer who made a name for herself 
in the Ruth Cruger murder case in 
Harlem. She said that she had volun- 
teered her services on -behalf of the 
Mills family, and that they were not 
paying her. 


Pair Visited Manhattan Beach. 


The letters found with the bodies, it 
developed yesterday, showed that the 
rector and Mrs. Mills had frequently 
visited New York together. One of 
these letters told of a recent trip to Man- 
hattan Beach. According to one of the 
officials, Mrs. Mills wrote in part: ‘I 
was very proud of the respect shown 
you there. My heart swelled with prida 
when the man at the gate called you 
doctor.”’ 


Choir Singer Mentioned in Letter. 


Rumors of dissension in the church 
choir are verified in some of the letters 
written by Mrs. Mills and found with 
the bodies,

Mrs. Mills is said to have written a 


‘long letter to Dr. Hall on the afternoon 


of the day she was murdered. This also 
was one of the missives found with the 
bodies. In part it said: 

‘“‘ You are a true priest. 
merely your physical inspiration. 
Do I love you too much? 1 know that 
now I could leave, now, yes, even your 
physical presence, and go into a con- 
vent. * * * There I wouldn't see any 
one touch you, call you ‘ dear,’ rub your 
tired body, sew your torn trousers 
* * * Yesterday I was happy, in 41 
way, in the boat and in the water; but 
on the way home I was thinking hard. 
* * Oh, my darling babykins, whai 
a muddle we are in. [ut I will be con- 
tent. I will.” 

Like the rest of the letters found with 
bodies, the ‘' Darling Babykins”’ 
epistle was unsigned, and had not 
passed through the mails. It has been 
assumed that Mrs. Mills handed her 
letters to the rector in person. _ 
theory to account for the delivery of 
the messages is that she may have left 
them for the rector some place in the 
church, probably in his study.

Mills’s Movements Not Corroborated. 


It was noted yesterday that James 
Mills’s account of histmovements on the 
night of the murder are uncorroborated 
in..detail between § o’clock, when his 
daughter. Charlotte, and his son, Dan- 
jel, went out, until about 11:30, when 
he returned home and found them in 
bed. According to Mills. ne remained 
in the house, after his wife went out, 
until about 10:30 o'clock. when he went 
out on the corner and stopped’ in the 


Blitz grocery store, on Neilson Street, 
half a block from his home, for a bottle 
of soda water. A woman in charge of 
the store yesterday said she remem- 
bered Mills coming in that night for a 
bottle of soda water, but she could not 
fix the time exactly. 

After leaving the store, Mills said he 
went to the church and closed thé win- 
dow, and noticed it was 11:10 when he 
turned on the light in the church. His 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Vernie Mills, .said 
yesterday that it was Mills's regular 
practice to go to the church to close the 
windows late at night. She also said 
that she was the aunt-whom Charlotte 
and Daniel visited on the night of the 
murder. They came after supper and 
left at 10 P. M. The sister-in-law said 
that MiMs could not drive an auto- 
mobile. 

Mills repeated his protestation of in- 
nocence yesterday, and again denied that 
he had ever been jealous of his wife, 
though there have been intimations in 
other quarters that he and Mrs. Mills 
did have quarrels over the rector: He 
said that he had never seen the rector’s 
letters to Mrs. Mis, but had been ‘told 
they were purely ‘‘ platonic.’’ Mills, who 
is the sexton of the church, denied re- 
ports that he had once been an under- 
taker or undertaker's assistant. These 
reports had been circulated in connec- 
tion with the fact that the bodies of 
Hall and Mrs. Mills had been laid out 
in such a way that some people believed 
that an _exvert in handling bodies had 
had something to do with it. Mills said

The 
same was said of Mrs. Hall's accounts of 
her movements. Although she was seen 
to enter her home between 2 and 3 
o'clock in the morning, no one has told 
of seeing her leave the house shortly 
before, when she says she and her 
‘Willie’ Stevens, went out to 
look for Hall. And the watchman saw 
her return and did not see her brother. 
But, the authorities point out here, as 
to Mills’s movement, the 
failure to see her go out is negative and 
does not prove that she did not go out 
at the time she said she did.

WOMEN BIG FACTOR 
IN BRITISH CONTEST 


8,000,000 Will Vote in Next 
Election and They Are 
Preparing for It. 


WORK IN THE OLD PARTIES 


They Want the Franchise for 
6,000,000 More—Twenty-Six Are 
Seking Seats in Parliament. 


LONDON, Oct. 16 (Associated Press.) 
~The prospect of general elections dur- 
ing the next few weeks has acted as a 
call to arms to the women of the United 
Kingdom. 


Already male politiclans are attempt- 
ing to reckon with this new force, which 
is calculated in some quarters to over- 
whelm the practice of estabiished party 
procedure, 


It is asserted that this is one of the 
reasons why Prime Minister Lloyd 
George is so slow in asserting his posi- 
tion. 
in calling general elections or resigning. 
His party scouts are already sounding 
the leading women on their probable at- 
titude at the polls. He has also prom- 
ised to see many women of the various 
organizations in the near future. 

There will be about 20,000,000 eligible 
to vote at the coming elections, of whom 
about 8,000,000 are women. Twenty-six 
women haye so far announced their can- 
didacies for seats in Parliament, and 
others are coming forward. Lady Astor, 
the first woman seated in the House of 
Commons, went campaigning today for 
re-election in the Plymouth district. 
Other feminine candidates have also be- 
come active, 

Mrs. F. W. Hubback, Parliamentary 
Secretary of the Society for Equal Citi- 
zenship, declared the British politicians 
were trembling over the possibilities 
created by the entry of women into the 
various parties. 

‘“‘So far there is no titular women's 
party,’' she said. “‘ We are working in- 
side the established parties without mak- 
ing sex a political issue. Tnere is room 
for every opinion by voting in .this 


manner. 

‘““We are demanding, however, that 
the 6,000,000 disfranchised women be 
given the vote. It is not generally 
understood that the number of women 
voters is held down to 8,000,000 by the 
law which permits only taxpayers and 
those over 30 to go to the polls. 

“There are 6,000,000 women 
years of age living in furnished rooms 
or with their parents. If these 
had the same status as men they could 
vote. In this case the women voters of 
England would outnumber the male 
voters. We intend to make the dis- 
franchisement of these 6,000,000 women 
one of the issues in the coming elec- 
tion.’’

DENIES RIGHT 10 SUE 


ON DRY SHIP RULING 


Hayward Disputes Court's Jur- 
. isdiction in Foreign Lines’ 
Action. 


SEES BOOTLEGGING PERIL

Pears Loss to Dry American Ships 
if Others Are Permitted to 
Carry Liquor. 


In reply to the efforts of foreign 
steamship lines to enjoin the ruling of 
Attorney General Daugherty concerning 
the transportation of liquor on vessels 
stopping at American ports, United 
States Attorney William Hayward, in 
papers filed with the Federal District 
Court yesterday declared that the suits 
were really against the Government, 
which had not consented to be sued. He 
declared, in his answer to the bills in 
equity filed by the Cunard and other 
lines, that the plaintiffs had no ade- 
quate cause for action in equity, and he 
denied the jurisdiction of the court. 

The reply of the Government was | 
served on the complainants and will be | 
the basis of the arguments in defense | 
before Judge Learned Hand in the 
United States District Court this morn- 
ing. The answer was prepared by 
Major John Holley Clark Jr., chief of 
Colonel Hayward’s civil division. Colone] 
Hayward will not only appear as the 
Government's attorney for this district, 
but also by special authorization of| 
"Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, whe 
Is made a defendant in the action, he 
will represent Secretary Mellon. 

Late yesterday afternoon the British 
owned International Navigation Co., 


Ltd., of Liverpool, owning four passen- 
ger ships of 65,000 gross tons, was added 





to the list of steamship companies that 
have brought suits in equity to restrain | 
Government officials from enforcing the 
recent order concerning the carrying of 
liquor into American ports. Counsel for 
the Holland-America line also announced 
that it would be represented before 
Judge Hand today to ask for a tempor- 
ary restraining order. 


Says ‘‘ Dry ’’ Crews Could be Hired.

A large number of passengers who 
would otherwise travel on American 
ships if they were placed on a: parity

To the British Ambassador. 
Excellency: I have the honor to lay 
before you certain important consider- 
ations with respect to a possible co- 
operation on the part of British and 


American awythorities with regard to. 
the smuggling of liquor. The authori- 
ties of the United States charged with 
the duty of enforcing the law of this 
country with respect to this matter 
are confronted by serious difficulties 
which they feel might be effectively 
met with the assistance of British 
authorities in British territories, which 
it appears are made bases of opera- 
tions in flagrant violation of consti- 
tutional and statutory provisions of 
the United States. It is understood 
that the importation of intoxicating 
liquors into the Canadian Provinces of 
Nova Scotia, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta is also prohibited by law. 

I venture to submit definite sugges- 
tions as to methods by which the ex- 
isting extremely unfortunate condi- 
tions might be remedied. It is believed 
that effective measures for this pur- 
pose might be taken by a careful 
supervision of the the issuance of reg- 
istries to vessels suspected of being 
engaged in illegal traffic and of the 
issuance of clearance papers for such 
vessels, and by an international ar- 
rangement between the United States 
and Great Britain under which the 
authorities of each nation would be 
authorized to exercise beyond the 
three-mile limit of territorial waters a 
measure of control over vessels be- 
longing to the other. 

It has been found that many of the 
ships engaged in the illegal smuggling 
of liquor into the United States are 
registered under the British flag and 
that large quantities of Hquor are car- 
ried by such vessels from the Baha- 
ma Islands and from Bermuda. It 
appears that, in order to evade the 
customs officers and prohibition agents 
of the United States, the persons en- 
gaged in this illicit traffic of smug- 
gling liquor into the United States 
from the, Bahama Islands have adopt- 
ed the practice of packing. the liquor 
so that it can be easily taken ashore 
in the United States. Liquor is placed 
in triangular-shaped packages con- 
sisting of six bottles carefully sewed 
in burlap, so that it can very easily 
be unloaded, and even a small ship 
can carry a very large consignment 
in a comparatively small hold space. 
Liquor is carried on both large and 
small ships; schooners carry cargoes 
out to sea from Nassau and unload 
them off the coast of the. United, 
States and smaller boats carry their 
cargoes to Bimini and Gun Key, and 
from these places it is transported 
to West Palm Beach, Daytona and 
Fort Lowdendale. A list of vessels said 
to be plying between the United States 
and the Bahamas is herewith enclosed. 

This department’s attention has been 
drawn to the ease with which it seems 
vessels of American registry are 
transferred to British registry for the 
purpose of preventing the authorities 
of the United States from taking the 
necessary steps to thwart these smug- 
gling operations.

It is said 
that persons engaged in this traffic 
have openly made the statement that 
they have no trouble in obtaining 
from the Bahama customs officials 
one set of clearance papers for a 
cargo of liquor declared to be destined 
for Halifax, Tampico or St. Pierre, 
and other clearance papers issued ‘‘ in 
ballast ’’ for an American port. This 
procedure is adopted by the liquor 
smugglers so that the ship may come 
within unloading distance of Ameri- 
can shores, and if caught with a cargo 
of liquor on board the master can ex- 
hibit the clearance to Mexico or Can- 
ada; if the ship has succeeded in un- 
loading th* cargo on the shore without 
being captured, it proceeds into an 
American port with the second clear- 
ance papers. 

In this connection I beg to quote for

SEIZED BY RAIDERS 


One Haul by Prohibition Agents 
Nets $150,000 Wine From 
Sacramental Store. 


Wine, whisky and champagne valued 
at $300,000 were seized yesterday by pro- 
hibition forces in the vicinity of New 
York City. In one of the raids Prohibi- 
tion Agents H. Nelson Greenfield of 
Zone Chief John D. Appleby’s staff 
seized $150,000 worth of wine, the 
largest wine selzure since prohibition 
went into effect. The wine was found 
at the wholesale winery operating as 
Morris Griffler’s Sacramental Wine 
Company, 48-50 Division Street. 

In Griffler’s place Greenfield found 46 
barrels of wine and 27 vats. Each bar- 
rel contained about 50 gallons and each 
vat about 1,500 to 3,000 gallons. Griffler 
has been in the wholesale wine business 
for twenty years and has been permit- 
ted, under bond of $15,000, to prepare 
wine for sacramental purposes only. 

The wine seized Is known as Dela- 
ware white wine, and was sold at aiuut 
$132 a barrel. Greenfield seized Grif- 
fler’s papers and his $15.000 bond, and 
three guards were stationed in the place. 
Griffler will be arraigned at 10:30 A. M, 
today before United States Commis-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Following a

| was said at the French Embassy that 
the French Government is now engaged 
in making a thorough study of the rul- 
ing in the right of international law, 
with « view to ascertaining the exact 
position of France. That Government 
wili make no reprisals against the 
United States, it was stated, and prob- 
ably will not even make representations. 

It is admitted, however, that French 
shipping interests, actuated by business 
considerations and pressure from the 
French Seamen’s Union, a powerful r- 
ganization, will doubtless attempt to 
bring pressure to bear upon the French 
Government if the Daugherty ruling is 
strictly carried out. Such pressure might 
be sufficient to bring about a change of 
policy on the part of the French Gov- 
ernment.

naturally been desirous of preventing, 
by every means within their power, 
any breaches of the law in the Baha- 
mas or elsewhere in the British West 
Indies by persons engaged in illicit 
trade with the United States, and the 
proposals made by the United States 
Government with this object have re- 
ceived the most sympathetic  consid- 
eration. 

With the object of preventing the 
“development of illegal practices in 
connection with this traffic,” instruc- 
tions had, in fact, some months before 
the receipt of the representations 
made by the United States Govern- 
ment, been sent to the Governor of 
the Bahamas, who was at that time 
requested to see that no irregularities 
of any kind should be permitted in 
connection with vessels clearing from 
that colony, and that the formalities 
required in connection with such clear- 
ances should be most strictly enforced. 

Instructions have also been given to 
the local registrars of shipping which 
will, it is anticipated, have the effect 
of preventing any. future transfers of 
United States vessels to the British 
flag until a complete investigation of 
the circumstances can be made. In- 
vestigations, which it is hoped will 
shortly be concluded, are eer, made 
into the position and proceedings of 
the vessels, a Hst of which was en- 
closed in your note of June 26, 

In dealing with the precautions to be 
taken to control transfers from the 
United States to thé British flag, the 


1 
suggestion that, in such cases, the 
local registrar of shipping should re- 
quire the production of a certificate 
from the United States Shipping 
Board has been carefully examined. 
It has been found that there would be 
great difficulties in the adoption on 
British territory of such a _ require- 
ment, and it would be still more diffl- 
eult to give such a requirement the 
force of law. 

With a view, however; 
the wishes of the United 
ernment on this point as far as is 
practicable, instructions have been 
given to the registrar of shipping at 
Nassau to the effect that, in transfer 
cases,in which any possible doubt ex- 
ists as to the bona fides of the parties 
to the transaction, the non-production 
of the Shipping Board certificate 
should be taken as a ground of suspi- 
cion, involving reference of the case 
to the Board of Trade in London for 
further directions. The delay neces- 
sitated by this procedure would, it is 
hoped, be in itself sufficient to reduce 
to a minimum the danger of transfers 
being successfully effected in improper 
cases, 

It may be added that if, in spite of 
the precautions taken, a _ fictitious 
owner secures registry and there is 
reason to believe that his title is open 
to question, an inquiry may be insti- 
tuted under Section 51 of the Merchant 
Shipping act, 1906, and if, as a result 
of these proceediings, it becomes clear 
that the transaction was fraudulent, 
the ship is subject-to forfeiture. Pro- 
ceedings under this section of the act 
had in fact already been instituted in 
some cases, and the possibility of in- 
stituting similar proceedings in the 
case of some of the vessels referred to 
in the note from the State Depart- 
ment is being examined. 

His Majesty's Government had thus 
taken steps even before the receipt of 
representations from the United States 
Government to prevent the practices 
to which attention has now been 
drawn. They have now, as already 
indicated, issued supplementary in- 
structions in the matter, and hope 
that the measures taken will prove 
successful in preventing any breaches 
of the local law. 

They feel, however, more difficulty 
in accepting the proposal that a treaty 
should be made authorizinig the au- 
thorities of each Government to exer- 
cise a right of search of vessels of 
the other beyond the three-mile limit 
of territorial waters up to distance of 
twelve miles from the shore. His 
Majesty's Government have consis- 
tently opposed any extension of the 
limit of territorial waters such as that 
now suggested. They feel that the 
; outbreak of smuggling which has led 

to the proposal cannot be regarded as 

& permanent condition, but as one 

which will no doubt be suppressed by 

the United States authorities within 
the not distant future. 

While, therefore, they are desirous of 

| assisting the United States Govern- 
ment to the best of their ability in 
the suppression of the traffic and in 
the prevention of the abuse of British 
flag by those engaged in it, they do 
not feel that they can properly acqul- 
| esce, “in order to meet a témporary 

emergency, in the abandonment of a 

rinciple to which they attach great 
mportance. 

In ‘communicating the above to you, 
I.am directed to add that while his 
Majesty’s Government are, as already 
indicated} unable to acquiesce in the 
proposed treaty for the extension of 
territorial waters,. they are neverthe- 
less most desirous of taking any steps 
within their power to prevent any in- 
fractions of the local law by persons 

' engaged in Hquor smuggling.

He Repeats That Wright-Martin 
Airplane Inquiry Was Placed 
Before Federal Attorney Here. 


To the Edttor of The New York Times: 

On Oct. 10°THm New YorK Times pub- 
lished a statement quoting Colonel Wil. 
liam H. Hayward, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for the Southern Judicial 
District of New York, making the 
charge that I amin the pay of the 
Democratic National Committee, and 
further’stating that his office ‘‘ has not 
how, and never has had, any responsi. 
bility. or authority whatever in the 
Wright-Martin airplane matter.’’ 


When my investigations showed up 
rotten conditions which existed under 
the Democratic Administration; the 
charge was made that I was in. tne 
pay of the Republicans, and when pres- 
ent officials are criticised for failure to 
prosecute these crimes, it is charged by 
Colonel Hayward that I um in the pay 
of the Democratic National Committee. 

When the people inform themselves as 
to how theis Government is being run 
and demand that law-enforcing agencies 
function,. officials will stop thinking of 
matters of vital public concern in terms 
of politics and the standard to measure 
American citizenship will no longer be 
a dirty, unclean dollar. 

My correct position is stated in an of- 
ficial memorandum which I filed in the 
Department of Justice on March 18, 
1922, inserted in the Congressional Rec- 
ord of April 11, 1922, in which I dis- 
closed the facts, supported by official 
records and Government audits, and in 
which I made the statement that ‘* both 
political parties are corrupt and both are 
controlled by the same interests.”’ 

I have never received, nor agreed to 
receive, directly or indirectly, from 
either political party any money or 
other consideration. It is impossible to 
prove a negative, but since Colonel Hay- 
ward has made the issue, I urge him 
to make public proofs to substantiate 
his charges, or in fairness to withdraw 
them. 

As to whether or not the case of the 
Wright-Martin Aircraft Corporation, in 
which the Government auditors reported 
a year ago that there had been over- 
payments to the amount of $5,267,476.75, 
was placed tn the hands of the United 
States Attorney in New York on Nov. 
15, 1921, with instructions to proceed, 
fortunately thta is a matter of docu- 
mentary evidence. 

The following is quoted from a letter 
from the Department of Justice to 
‘* William Hayward, Esq., United States 
Attorney, New York, N. Y.,"’ dated 
Nov. 15, 1921: . 


I am transmitting under separate 
cover certain papers which we have re- 
ceived from the War Department rel- 
ative to contract 2250 and supnie- 
ments thereto, eutered into between 
the Government and. the Wright- 
Martin Aircraft Corporation.

It is requested that you make a care- 
ful investigation of this matter and 
institute such proceedings as, in your 
opinion, may be necessary against the 
Wright-Martin Aircraft Corporation, 
to recover the amount of the claim in 
question. 


Further documentary evidence that 
this case was turned over to the United 
States Attorney in New York will be 
found in a memorandum from J. M. 
Wainwright, Assistant Secretary of 
War, to the Secretary of War dated 
Nov. 21, 1921 (published in the Con- 
gressional Record of April 11, 1922), and 
from which the following is quoted: 

On Oct. 26, 1921, the file in the case 
of the Wright-Martin Aircraft Cor- 
poration was forwarded to the De- 
partment of Justice, requesting that 
litigation be instituted to protect the 
interests of the United States. The 
Attorney General advises me that the 
papers have been referred_ to the 
United States Attorney, New York 
Clty, for action. Officials of the Air 
Service will probably proceed to New 
York City in a few days to advise 
the United States Attorney in this 
matter. 


Later the case was withdrawn from 


the hands of the United States Attorney |

PARIS, Oct. 16.—Ferid Bey, Minister 
of Kemal Pasha in Paris, made reply to- 
day to Premier Lloyd George's accusa- 
tion relative to massacres of Armenians 
and Greeks by the Turks. 

As for the Armenians he said the 
Turks could not possibly have murdered 
1,500,000, as the British Premier assert- 
ed, because there were not that many 
in Turkey, and as for the 500,000 
Greeks Mr. Lloyd George said the Turks 


| had killed, it was unfair for the Prim 


Minister to mention that without speak- 
ing of the Turks killed by the Greeks. 

Said Ferid Bey in part: 

“‘ Lloyd George’s speech contains mis- 
takes and accusations to which we are 
obliged to answer to establish the truth 
and promote peace. We will not reply to 
the general insults Lloyd George ad- 
dresses to Turkey, for that would be be- 
neath us. 


Calls Accusations Untenable. 


‘* Lloyd George says that in cold blood 
we cut the throats of a million and a 
half of Armenians and half a million 
Greeks, and that without any provoca- 
tion on their part.

LONDON, Oct. 16.—Lausanne or some 
other city in Switzerland seems likely to 
be fixed upon for the sessions of the 
Near East Conference. The Allies have 
not yet reached a final decision in the 
matter, but THr New York TIMES cor- 
respondent .is informed that circum- 
stances are so shaping themselves as to 


make such a choice probable. 

Switzerland, as a country with practi- 
cally no interest in the questions at is- 
sue, should be acceptable to all parties as 
the scene of the negotiations, and the 
only obstacle to its selection has been 
the feeling in Paris that the Turks 
would not be willing to come so far. The 
French, however, appear now to have 
reassured themselves on that point. Lau- 
sanne has already been the place of 
meetings for Greeks and Turks.

The second would deal with the free- 
dom of the Straits and other large po- 
litical arrangements, for the discussion 
of which the presence of Russian as 
well as of the Rumanian, Serbian and 
Bulgarian representative would be con- 
venient, if not absolutely nucessary. 

The attitude of the British Government | 
to the issuing of invitations to the So- 
viet Government is still undefined, but 
it is not believed here that in the light 
of rumors of a Franco-Russian rap- 
prochement, France would be unwilling 
to see Russian representatives present. 

If the United States should desire to 
sit at the conference table there would 
certainly be no objections from Great 
Britain, Any intimations through the 
ordinary diplomatic channels that Amer- 
ica desired to send a plenipotentiary or 
an ‘unofficial observer’’ would un- 
doubtedly receive a prompt and favor- 
able response from the British Govern- 
ment. But this does not mean that a 
formal invitation is likely to be sent to 
Washington.

He had had the 
greatest difficulty in restraining the 
Turks from attacking at several times 
when they saw the British reinforce- 
ments pouring in, and had they attacked

Thrace, the Turks at once retorted: 
‘* But you also promised to restore Ana- 
tolia, and you did nothing. Now we 
have only recovered its mangled corpse. 
Is Thrace to be given us in the same 
terrible condition?” 


Lectures Lloyd George. 


It was only by infinite patience and 
self control that. peace was kept, and 
now, he added, it was for the Allies 
to keep their word as faithfully as the 
Turks had kept theirs. There must be 
no poisoning of the atmosphere such as 
‘had been done by the allegations in 
Lloyd George’s speech. And for that 
reason the peace conference must be 
held as s00n as possible and at some 
place within easy reach of Angora. He 
himself favored Smyrna, for though it 
was perhaps not now the most com- 
fortable spot in the world for a peace 
conference, it was far better that the 
negotiations should lack a little of their 
usual comforts and fe-establish peace 
quickly than that they should live in 
comfort while peace was being endan- 
gered every day by long-drawn-out un- 
friendly negotiations. 

Then as a last retort to Lloyd George 
the French ‘unofficial negotiator "’ 
added: 

“There is only one way to prevent 
peace that is to live and speak in the 
spirit of war. The Turks of their own 
will and when in full power yielded 
generously to the world’s demand for 

eace. But. if we have more speeches

PARIS,’ Oct. 16.—The French Govern- 
ment will formally refuse to accept the 
British proposal to grant Germany a 
two or four year suspension of repara- 
tion payments, according to the best 
information obtainable. 

When Louis Barthou, French member 
of the’ Reparation Commisston, ‘replies 
Friday to the plan of Sir John Brad- 
bury, the English member, he will con- 
tradiet the arguments of Bradbury that 
@ suspension of payments would lead 
to the re-establishment of German finan- 


cial stability, amd will demand that the 
Allies seize the guarantees which will 
assure payments in kind immediately 
and payments tn cash later. 

Between the two ideas, the English 
idea of relieving Germany for a time 
of all reparation charges that she may 
recover stability and the French idea 
of seizing an important part of German 
industrial machinery by the use of which 
she would recover, if recover she could, 
there is an immense divergence. 


Suspicion England Wants to Quit. 
There is such divergence between the 
British and French reparation proposals 
that there is room for the idea put for- 


ward here that, tired of the everlasting 
quarrel over German payments and the 
failure up to the present of British as 
well as French plans to get money out 
of Germany, the British have declared 
a position on which they will stand 
with the full realization that France 
will not accept, with the result that 
France will act alone to try and collect 
her part. The attendant circumstances 
of other important divergencies between 
French and British policies are held to 
lend strength to this supposition. 

The French argue that to grant a sus- 
pension of payments to Germany by no 
means indicates that at the end of the 
surcease Germany will begin to pay 
again. They point to the six months’ 
suspension granted Sept. 1, which has 
been followed by a further debasement 
of Germany’s finances instead of by 
improvement. 

Arguing from the premise that German 
good-will 1s an essential factor in the 
solution of the reparation problem, the 
Brench say that during the four ~ears’ 
suspension the Germans will continus 
to fortify themselves against paying. 

‘* While the French Government places 
at 15,000,000,000 marks Germany's wealth 
sent abroad and held abroad out of reach 
of allied collectors, French bankers 
place the figure at 20,000,000,000. They 
say German industrials keep abroad as 
large a part as possible of current re- 
ceipts from industry and shipping. 

A Paris banker today spoke of the ar- 
rival last week of two German ships at 
Vigo, Spain, which discharged cargoés 
and took new ones, payment for each 
trip being deposited in a Spanish Bank. 
To bolster up this ides, the French 
quote almost numberless expressions of 
German opinion, of which the following 
from the Deutsche Zeftung is an ex- 
ample: 

“We repeat’ that we do not want any 
loan to help us pay reparations. We are 
not disposed to transform into a legal 


debt the exigencies of our enemies, If| || 


we accept a loan under these conditions, 


we will owe to third parties and not be/ 


able to escape our debts to them... The 


French are partisans of a loan to Ger-| |/| 


many and want it quickly because they 


fear they will not be able to collect on} 


the day when the whole world will yec- 


cognize the fallacy upon which was} 


built the Treaty of Versailles.’’ 
As long as an important part of the 
German public thinks that way, the 
French contend, it: is no use dealing 
gently with thelr debtors. 
What the French will do is hard to 
| foretell, for they themselves do not 
know. They know Germany cannot pay 
the cash now, but they believe she can 
yay in materials, and they intend to

We do not like to believe that the Brit- 
ish Government, frightened at the pros- 
pect of meeting: all her debtors at one 
time, seeks to prevent a conference on 
interallied debts. 

‘“ But when we throw aside these two 
interpretations wo see absolutely no way 
of explaining the Bradbury proposals.” 

The Temps thinks the net result of the 
Bradbury plan is to benefit foreign 
holders of paper marks at the expense 
of the nations entitled to reparation 
payments, meaning France. 

It is argued that the Bradbury pro- 
posal would do no great good toward 
promoting a big German loan in the near 
future; for at the end of four years 
Germany would face increased repara- 
tion dues and would have only just be- 

i gun to pay interest and amortizement 
|on any loan granted her.

SIX WAR OFFENDERS 


| He Offers to Release Them Under 


Conditions—Amnesty Com-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Announce- 
ment was made today that President 
Harding had granted conditiondl par- 


dons to’ six men ‘convicted of the viola- 
tion of wartime. laws. and -now . serving 
{erms in the Federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth,’ Kan. . Three of them are 
to be deported to Sweden, from which 
country they came to the United States. 
They lived in: Minneapolis. The other 
three, who are from Philadelphia, are 
told that théy- will be released on con- 
dition that they will observe the laws. 
If they do not conform to this condition 
they will be returned to prison if the 
President so determines. 4 

The six men are Walter T. Nef, John

S| members of the Marine Transport Work- 


jers of Philadelphia, and Ragner Johann- 
sen,, Siegfried Stenberg and Carl Ahl-

of the transport workers. 

Whether any of the six men will de- 
cline to accept the pardon under the 


conditions imposed has not appeared.

Nef and Fletcher had made individual 
applications for pardon, Walsh refused 
to sign a pardon application, but wrote 
an open letter to the President, in which 
he contended that, as he and fifty-one 
others were convicted as a group, he 
could not ask to be freed while any of 
the remaining members of the group 
were kept in prison. Nef and Ahiteen 
are serving sentences of twenty years 
each and the other four were sentenced 
to ten years each. 

The Joint Amnesty Committee, which 
has been working for the release of sev-

Captain Rehba Crawford, slender, good- 
‘looking Salvation Army worker and 
fighter, who said she had an appoint- 
ment with the Commissioner at Police 
Headquarters for 11 o’clock today. 

Captain Crawford was still smarting 
, because her prayer rally on the steps 
, of the Gaiety Theatre had been broken 
up by her arrest on Sunday for ob- 
_ structing traffic, although early yes- 
terday she had been discharged with 
commendation.  Insisting that next Sun- 
day night would find her at the old 
' Stand, Captain Crawford said she ex- 
pected to get the how and why of her 
, @rrest when she talked to the Com- 
missioner. 

Meantime as a result of Sunday nighi’s 
fray, a police ban on street meetings, 
“religious or otherwise,’’ within a 
definitely restricted area, extending 
from Sixth to Eighth Avenue and from 
Forty-two to Fifty-ninth Streets, taking 
in Columbus Circle, was promulgated 
last. night. Captain Michael Kelly of 
the West Forty-seventh Street Station 
posted that order on the bulletin board 
of the station and directed all patrolmen 
to enforce it. Heavy traffic was the 
reason given by the police. 

For two years Miss Crawford has been 


holding forth every Sunday night in 
Forty-sixth Street, just off Broadway, 


and for purposes of better delivery has || 
been mounting the steps of the Gaiety’s|/| 
Forty-sixth Street exit. Big crowds}} 


gathered at every meeting and last 


Sunday night there were’ about 1,000 ]| 


listening to her stirring appeal for sup- 
port of the Salvation Army work. Po- 
liceman Emerson D. Taylor of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station tried to 
ae her to take a summons for block- 

ng the street, and when she refused 
he arrested her on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct. A crowd of close to 
4,000 persons followed policeman and 
captive to the station house, booing 
and jeering, and the reserves had to be 
cailed to disperse the groups in front 
of the house. 


Arraigned in Court. 


Yesterday morning Captain Crawford 
appeared before Magistrate Charles A. 
Oberwager, in the West Side Court. Ar- 
reigned also was William Balfour, 40 
years old, a commission merchant, of 
344 West Forty-seventh Street, who was 
arrested for disorderly conduct during 
the impromptu protest meeting outside 
the station house. 

Policeman Taylor told the Court that 
he had been instructed, when he left 
His station house on the 4 o'clock tour to 
atop all public meetings on his post. 

“Your Honor,’’ broke in Captain 
Crawford, ‘‘ I was told that orders were 
given to stop our meeting and no 
others.”’

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ENDURANCE RIDERS 
FINISH FIRST LEG 


Seventeen Horsemen Cross Line 
Nine Hours After Start of 
60-Mile Run. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BRANDON, Vt., Oct. 16.—After rid- 
ing through mist and intermittent rain 
since 6:30 this morning, seventeen of 
horsemen in the 1922 endurance 
mounts across the 
finish line of the first day’s journey 
on the dot of 3:30 this afternoon, In- 


dividual honors for the initial leg can 
go to no horse, for all were bunched 
and did not exert’ themselves to reach 
the stable in the nine hours which con- 
testants are required to consume in the 
sixty-mile run. 

So evenly did the horses match their 
paces that the last one in was only 
three-quarters of an hour behind the 
earliest and therefore well within the 
eleven-hour limit. Veterinarians, fol- 
lowing a preliminary examination, pro- 
nounced the animals in excellent condi- 
tion. Although the dampness made the 
ride uncomfortable for the horsemen, it 
laid the dust on the soft back roads 
which the course followed and, if any- 
thing, was of benefit to the mounts.

Chairman his | 
home in Purchase, N. Y., yesterday 
announced that the commission would | 
promulgate an order releasing the | 
money of both Miske and Gibbons. 

The match has been under investiga- 
tion since Friday night, Chairman Mul- 
doon said. The fact that the money of | 
the boxers was withheld was nothing | 
unusudi, the commission leader said, 
since Section 382 of the commission's 
rules and regulations provides: 

‘“‘If a match or exhibition is stopped |

Some people profess to be surprised, 
others even to be pained, that Presi-| 
dent HarpinG has followed the exam- 
ple of Wiuson and RooseveLt and 
McKINLEY in asking the people to 
elect a Congress of his own ‘political 
party. There was really no reason to 
expect anything else. True, there 
have been reports that Mr. HarbDING 
was as much disgusted as the rest of 
the country with the course of the 
majority in Congress.

But the Admiral .was by| 
nature a kindly man and an optimist. 
A favorite expression in his corre- 
spondence with brother officers who 
fought with him for reforms in the 
service was: ‘‘ Cheer up!’’ Severe as 
Sims could be on occasion, in relaxa- 
tion he was genial and sportive. In 
temperament he was a good deal like 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT. Both had the 
defects of their qualities. 

It did not fall to Admiral Sims to 
take a fleet into battle in the World 
War, which, as a practical authority 
on gunnery and a disciplinarian who 
held the American sailor in high 
esteem, he would have been delighted 
to do. But as commander of the navy 
in European waters and liaison officer 
between the United States and British 
Governments, Sims rendered services 
as an’executive and diplomat that will 
be historical. A better choice could 
not have been made by President 
WiLs0on. Born in Canada, trained at 
Annapolis, knowing British naval men 
by contact in foreign ports, broad- 
minded, clear-headed, unprejudiced, 
energetic and resolute, WILLIAM S§. 
Sims was the ideal man for the work 
that had to be done. Moreover, as an 
adviser of a Navy Department 3,000 
miles away he would not hesitate to 
ask for what was wanted and state 
his views fearlessly. He believed that 
the navy was not prepared for war, 
particularly that its organization was 
defective and that it was not ready 
with battle plans. The war over, he 
precipitated the investigation which 
was regretted by the conservatives of 
the navy,but which elated the progres- 
sives and the younger officers. While 
partisanship warped the reports of the 
Senate committee, Admiral Sims being 
‘* vindicated '' by one and Secretary 
DanigLs by the other, there can be no 


lar. 





another valuable service. 

Wittiam 8. Sims began his cam- 
paign for navy reform in 1897, when 
he was serving as an attaché in 
Europe. His reports upon the gun- 
nery training of Eurépean navies 
from that year until 1900 covered 
11,000 pages, but the department 
seems to have paid no attention to 
them. In 1901 and 1902 he submitted 
from the China station reports on the 
designs of foreign ships that were 
superior to some of ‘our own, especially 
as regards turret exposure.

That there are ill-mannered neople 
here—people without consideration for 
the rights and convenience of others—is 
undeniable. That they are more nu- 
merous here than elsewhere where like 
or nearly like physical conditions pre- 
vail is more than questionable. 

A good many of us go about the city 
day after day without having any very 
painful experiences. Behaving fairly well 
ourselves, showing patience with the nat- 
ural troubles that are due to a densely 
crowded population with transit facili- 
ties terribly inadequate, we find a large 
majority of our fellow-citizens decent 
folk, as ready with help as reasonably 
could be expected, going briskly ‘about 
their own business and letting others do 
the same. 

The subway and elevated trains at the 
crowded hours do show human nature 
not infrequently in its iess admirable 
manifestations, but for this there is suf- 
ficient explanation to.form a claim for 
the pardon that follows understanding. 
To get a place in these trains is a mat- 
ter of such importance to so many tired 
or hurried workers that they struggle 
with energy for it, and the results too 
often are ‘‘ uncivilized behavior.’” At 
other times the passengers conduct them- 
selves at least with ordinary propriety, 
and on the sidewalks there is rarely 
cause for complaint at all serious. 

Really, the New Yorkers are not such 
a bad lot as our correspondent tried to 
make them out. The chances are that 
his general condemnation had for foun- 
dation only a few special cases. The city 


attracts great numbers of visitors from 
the American hinterland, and most of 
them seem to enjoy themselves while 
here. At any rate, they come again 
and again. 


Never, surely, was a 
disaster at sea better 
conducted to a happy 
outcome than was the 
burning of the steamer 
City of Honolulu.

COHALAN’S CANDIDACY. 


His Appeal to Public Sentiment 
Might Have Been Through the 
Primary. 3 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I do not consider your editorial today, 
criticising the Bar Association of the 
city, either just or fair. Both the Asso- 
ciation of the Bar and the New York 
County Lawyers’ Association long ago 
organized a movement to secure the 
renomination of Surrogate Cohalan. In 
that they were unsuccessful; and now 
that .the nominations have been made 
these bodies have reiterated the prin- 
ciple for which they conténded, in favor 
of Surrogate Cohalan, whose election 
they especially advocate. But these 
associations have done what is a duty 
which they owe to so much of the com- 
munity as may be guided by them in 
informing it that both of the regular 
candidates are competent for the office 
and would fill it satisfactorily, if 
elected. , 

The best thought of the Bar unques- 
tionably is that we might have in our 
State and county judiciary the practice 
which prevails in the Federal Courts, of 
naming Judges for life (during good be- 
havior); but the theory of our local law 
is different, and calls for a tenure of 
fourteen years for these Judges. There 
|} is nothing sacrosanct about a continu- 
ance of tenure beyond this, although it 
is certainly desirable that the principle 
;of re-electing good Judges becomes 
firmly established. 

But this can be made certain only by 
the evolution of choice through the pri- 
maries. Tammany Hall did nct nomi- 
nate Corporation Counsel O’Brien. It 
simply directed those who choose to be 
guided thereby to cast their votes for 
him at the primaries. It is at the 
primaries that Surrogate Cohalan should 
have tested public sentiment, and I 
believe it is only if that sort of thing 
|} {s done persistently, year after year, 
that the time will come when a choice 
| will be made at the primaries, free from 
|} any dictation of the bosses. It is en- 
| tirely probable that Surrogate Cohalan 
| would have had a plurality neither in 
| the Democratic column nor in the Re- 

publican column this year. But it 
| might very well have been that the 
aggregate of votes cast for him in both 
| parties would have been greater than 
| the vote of either of the other two can- 
| didates. That, if it had so turned out, 
| would have justified. an independent 
| nomination. 
| The point that I want to make is that 
we should make use of the primaries as 
| is intended, and take, active steps to 
educate the voters to a participation in 
|} them; in no other way can deals between 
| bosses be avoided. Even if Surrogate 
Cohalan were to be re-elected it shocks 
the sense of fairness to realize that in 
|} any and every event ‘‘ Boss’’ Koenig 
| will be paid the price for the “* arrange- 
| ment,’’ in the assured election of his 
brother. (This is, however, no reflec- 
tion upon the admitted qualifications of 
| Judge Koenig.)

| THE HONOLULU’S RECORD. 


| Afire Many Times While Interned 
Here as an Allen Ship. 


| To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The burning of the steamship City of Hon- 
olulu in the Pacific recalls other fires on the 
same ship when she was the Huron and be- 
ing reconditioned here under the supervision 
| of the United States Shipping Board. 

I organized and supervised the guarding 
force for the Shipping Board in June, 1917, 
when it took possession of the interned 
enemy alien ships in this and other cities 
along the Atlantic Coast. Up to the termi- 
nation of that employment in March, 1920, 
there were a great many fires discovered and 
put out by the guards on these ships both 
cay and night, some slight and others dan- 
gerous and suspicious, particularly those in 
the early hours of the morning. 

From Nov. 13, 1919, to March 15, 1920, four 
months, the official records show that there 
were twenty-three fires on nine ships being 
reconditioned in dry docks here, all of which 
were discovered and put out by the said 
guard force except in one instance, when 
the fire department was called. 

Nine of these fires were on the steamship 
Ituron, and she became known to the guard- 
ing force as the hoodoo of this large fleet of 
ships managed and operated by the Shipping 
Board.

Raising the Issue as to Which Can- 
didate Is the More Efficient 
Engineer. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I think you arrive at the wrong con- 
clusion in your editorial ‘‘ Out of the 
Picture.’’ Governor Miller, in a recent 
speech, said; speaking of Governor 
Smith’s remarks: ‘‘He is now asking 
to be restored to a job which he says 
he cannot perform unless the people 
give him different tools. I have not 
asked for different machinery. I assert 
that it is possible to make the existing 
machinery work. I assert that the exist- 
ing machinery has worked.’’ 

The reference is not to general State 
governmental work (as you seem to 
imply) but to State economy and the 
more efficient working of the machinery 
of the State. It is not a fact that the 
existing State organization, or rather 
lack of it, is working efficiently cither 
in the interest of economy or in any 
other executive State function. To 
those who know the facts this proposi- 
tion requires no argument. Governor 
Miller and the leading minds of the 
Republican Party in the State are unim- 
peachable witnesses to the fact. 

The Constitutional Convention of 1915, 
dominated by Republican influences, de- 
manded State reorganization in the 
interest of fundamental and permanent- 
ly established economy and efficiency. 
All leaders agreed to that proposition, 
and subsequently the Republican Senate 
and Assembly adopted a joint resolution 
to set in motion the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment. This resolution was 
repassed by the Senate when Governor 
Miller took office, and was sent to the 
Assembly. There Governor Miller had 
it killed..He admits this and says he 
took the responsibility; that is the re- 
sponsibility of a sham, superficial ‘* re- 
organization” and ‘ budget plan” by 
legislative enactment. His budget com- 
mittee never functioned, and he still has 
in operation his 150 and more State 
bureaus and commissions and depart- 
ments to scatter responsibility. 

Al Smith says, truly, he cannot get 
fundamental and permanent economy 
and efficiency unless the scientific and 
essential reorganization is adopted. 
Neither can Governor Miller, nor has 
he done so during his term, notwith- 
standing his complete control of the 
Legislature and a full opportunity to put 
into effect his method by legislative 
enactment. His ‘ budget” is still 
logrolled in the Legislature and not 
planned in the Executive Chamber. His 
150 or more bureaus still lumber along 
without co-ordination or real direction 
and central responsibility. Governor 
Miller himself condemned this lack of 
system before he became Governor, and 
was Chairman of the committee appoint- 
ed to work out the _ constitutional 
amendment method of reform. 

You say: ‘‘ A Republican Legislature 
will do nothing to carry out Governor 
Smith’s projects of constitutional 
amendment, no matter how meritorious 
they may be.’’ The Republican Legisla- 
ture in power during Governor Smith’s 
term endorsed the plan by resolution. 
The Senate again did so when Governor 
Miller came in. Only his interference 
prevented the Assembly from doing so. 

It is not a reasonable conclusion to 
say that such work of Governor Miller 
should be endorsed by the people be- 
cause he alone can get control of the 
Legislature. The people make the Legis- 
lature and the Governor. When either, 
or both, betray the people they should 
be punished, not re-elected to office on 
the impotent plea that they are the only 
public servants we can get. 

Smith’s election would not be “a set- 
back to future regrganization’’ or to 
‘immediate, practical, responsible, har- 
monious administration.’” It would be 
a recognition of the true and only 
scientific method of reorganization, and 
consequently ‘ practical and harmonious 
administration,’’ and it would be a 
rebuke to men who have obstructed 
these reforms for purely partisan and 
selfish ends.

WIFE TELLS STORY 


IN GIBERSON TRIAL 


Takes Stand in Her Own Behalf 


and Talks Too Fast for 
Stenographer. 


STICKS TO FIRST NARRATIVE 


Repeats Description of How She 
Was Bound and Gagged—Lived 
Happily With Husband.

TOMS RIVER, N. J., Oct. 16.—Mrs. 
Ivy Giberson, charged with the murder 
of her husband, William, at Lakehurst 
on Aug. 14, took the stand in her own 
behalf today. and under the: guidance of 
her counsel, Judge Jeffrey, told in detail 
the events leading up to and following 
the murder, 
bullets from a machine gun, 
Stenographer Kelly could not keep pace 
with her, and the Court advised her 
to speak slowly. She is 41 years of 
age and was married to Giberson in 
1912. 

She told of difficulty she had several 
months ago with her husband. concern- 
ing a girl at Toms River, with whom he 


had been associating, but after talking it | 


over with him he ceased his visits and

had contemplated divorce but had given 
up the idea after he had ceased visits to 
Toms River. She told of entertaining 
Ed Howard, who went out with her 
husband at 10 o’clock.

He 
had three $100 bills an@ several $50 bills, 
and said, ‘‘ There’s $600.’’ He put the 
money in a bill fold, then said he was

HAVE been informed that an im- 

portant réle was played in the prep- 

aration of the World War directed

After our advance into Northern 
France I immediately ordered that art 
treasures be protected. Art-historians 
and professors were assigned to each 
army, who traveled about inspecting, 
photographing and describing churches, 
chateaux and castles. Among them 
Professor Clemen, Curator of the Rhine 
Province, especially distinguished him- 
self and reported to me, when I was at 
the front, on the protection of art treas- 
ures. 

All the collections in towns, museums 
and castles were catalogued and num- 
bered: whenever they seemed to be im-~- 
periled by the fighting they were taken 
away and assembled, at Valenciennes 
and Maubeuge, in two splendid museums. 
There they were carefully preserved and 
the name of the owner marked on each 
article. 

The old windows of the cathedral of 
St. Quentin were removed by German 
soldiers, at the risk of their lives, under 
English shell-fire. The story of the de- 
struction of the church by the English 
was told by a. German Catholic priest, 
who ‘publishd it with photographs, and it 
was sent, by my orders, to the Pope. 

At the chateau of Pinon, which belongs 
to the Princess of Poix, who had been a 
guest of mine and the Empress, the 
headquarters of the general commanding 
the Third Army Corps was located. I 
visited the chateau and lived there. Pre- 
viously the English had been quartered 
there. and had ravaged the place ter- 


ribly. The commanding general, von 
Lochow, and his staff had a great deal 
of trouble getting it into sorne sort of 
shape again after the devastation 
wrought by the English. 

Accompanied by the general, I visited 
the private apartments of the Rrincess, 
which, up to then, our soldiers had been 
forbidden to enter. I found that her en- 
tire wardrobe had been thrown out of 
the clothes presses by the English sol- 
diers and, together with her hats, was 
lying about on the floor. I had every 
garment carefully cleaned, hung in the 
presses, and locked up. The writing desk 
had also been broken into and the 
Princess's correspondence was _scat- 
tered about. At my command, all the 
letters were gathered together, sealed in 
a package, placed in the writing desk, 
and locked up. 

Afterward, all the silverware was 
found buried in the garden. According 
to the villagers this had been ordered 
as early as the beginning of July, so 
the Princess had known about the war 
long before its outbreak! I at once 
ordered that the silver be inventoried, 
deposited in the bank at Alx-la-Ghapelle 
aad returned to the Princess

N the Summer of 1917 I recelved at 
Kreuznach a visit from the Papal 
Nunclo, Pacelli, who was accom- 
panied by a chaplain. Pacelli is a 
distinguished, likable man, of high 

intelligence nnd excellent manners, the 
perfect pattern of an eminent prelate of 
the Catholic Church. He knows German 
well enough to understand it easily when 
he hears it, but not sufficiently to speak 
it with fluency. 

Our conversation was conducted in 
French, but the Nuncio now and then 
employed German expressions of speech. 
The chaplain spoke German fluently 
and took part—even when not asked—in 
the conversation, whenever he feared 
that the Nuncio was becoming too much

Pacelli found this idea excellent and 
worthy of attention, but he remarked 
that it would be difficult to enlist the 
effforts of the various prelates in its 
support. I replied that, in view of the 
severe discipline of the hierarchy of the 
Roman Catholic Church, I could not 
imagine that, if the Pope should sol- 
emnly call upon th2

ence; that the prelates, on account of 
their eminent rank, were above all par- 
ties, and, since reconcilation’ and love 
of our neighbor were fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Christian religion, they 


were absolutely in duty bound to work | 


toward maxing people 
principles. 

Pacelli agreed to this and promised to 
give the idea his earnest attention and 
report upon it to the Vatican. In the 
further course of the conversation, the 
Nuncio asked what form—beyond the 
purely ecclesiastical step suggested.by 
me—the bringing about of peace possi- 
bilities through the intervention of the 
Pope might take. I pointed out that 
Italy and Austria were two Roman Cath- 
olic States, upon which the Pope could 


bring influence to bear easily and ef- 
fectively; that one of these lands was 
his native country and place of resi- 
dence, in which he was greatly revered 
by the people and exerted direct in- 
fluence upon his fellow-countrymen; that 
Austria was ruled by a sovereign who 
actually bore the title ‘‘ apostolic’’; who, 
with all his family, had direct relations 
with the Vatican and was among the 
most faithful adherents of the Catholic 
Church; that I was, therefore, of the 
opinion that it would not be difficult for 
the Pope to try at least to make a be- 
ginning with these two countries and 
cause them to talk peace. 

I added that the diplomatic skill and 
wide vision of the Vatican were known 
the world over; that, if once a beginning 
were made in this way—and it had a 
good chance of success—the other powers 
could menroy. refuse an invitation from 
the Vatican later on to an exchange of 
views, which should be, 
binding upon them. 

The Nuncio remarked that it would 
be difficult for the Vatican to make the 
Italian Government agree to such a 
thing, since it had no direct relations 
with the said Government.and_no influ- 
ence upon its members; that the Italian 
Government would never look with favor 
upon an invitation, even to mere con- 
ferences. 

Here the chaplain interposed that such 
a step by the Pope was absolutely out 
of the question, since it would entail 
consequences which might be actually 
dangerous to the Vatican; the Govern- 
ment would at once mobilize the ‘‘ piaz- 
za.”’ (man in the street) against the Vat- 
ican, and the Vatican certainly could 
not expose itself to that. When I re- 
fused to attach importance to this ob- 
jection, the chaplain grew more and 
more excited. He said that I did not 
know the Romans; that when they wére 
incited they were simply terrible; that 
just as soon as the “ piazza’’ got into 
action things would get disagreeable; 
that, if it did, there was even a possi- 
bility of an attack on the Vatican, which 
might actually imperil the life of the 
Pope himself.

The chaplain turned away, shaking 
his head, and murmured to himself: 
‘Ah, la piazza, la piazza! ’’

One is inclined to suspect that the 
Imperial manuscript has in this passage 
been edited by some cautious friend, 
for it omits any mention of the Jewish 
influence which is’ coupled with inter- 
National Masonry in all other expo- 
sitions of this familiar theory. A num- 
ber of reports, .come of them quite 
direct, have represented William as be- 
Heving that the war was at bottom a 
great Jewish conspiracy against mon- 
archy and Christianity.

If the ex-Kaiser’s account of the or- 
igin of the war is rather more sketchy 
than one could have wished, it !s still 
more regrettable that he has not seen 
fit to deal with military and quasi- 
military operations. To be sure, he 
had little to do with them, but his ob- 
servations ought to have been interest- 
ing if not enlightening. Our . contrib- 
utor jumps lightly over all this, how- 
ever, but is apparently too thin-skinned 
to ignore altogether the questions of 
atrocities. He answers complaints on 
that point, seemingly to his own satis- 
faction, by explaining that he had or- 
dered all art treasures packed up and 
removed out of the war zone for safe 
keeping. It was baseless suspicion for 


| the French to suppose that works of 
| art 


and private valuables had been 
away because the Germans 
wanted them for their own use; prob- 


| ably the astronomical instruments car- 


ried off from Peking by German sol- 
diers in 1900 were only removed to Pots- 
dam for safe keeping until China had 
been restored to order. It could be 
argued that their restoration under the 
Peace Treaty was an act of allied van- 
dalism, since China is still Hable to 
some disturbances, and at Potsdam 
they would have been safe.

The Pacelli Interview. 


The story of the interview with Mgr. 
Pacelli is most interesting, as usual, for 
what it does not tell, despite its. length. 
It is apparently based on_ notes taken 
at the time. There is an obvious effort 
at dramatic effect and characterization ; 
the. imperial protagonist, the cautious 
and crafty prelate who, after an hour 
or two of listening to the Kaiser, is 
ready to say yes to anything in order 
to get away, and the chaplain thrown 
in as comic relief. But it commands 
one's faith as a historical document, 
from one point of view at least—the 
personality and attitude of the hero. 
William lecturing the Pope on his duties 
as a soverzign and as a Christian priest 
is quite in character, even though it 
must have seemed to Pacelli that the 
successor of St. Peter knew his business 
quite as well as the summus episcopus 
of the Prussian State -Church. 

Later chapters of the book show that 
William's advice to the Pope not to be 
afraid of martyrdom in’a good cause is 
in no way irreconcilable with his own 
flight to Holland in November, 1918, or 
his refusal to come out and be tried. 


|It must be remarked, of course, that in

He complained to Pacelli of ‘‘ abbés 
and parish priests caught with arms in 
their hands’’—by French law, of course, 
priests were subject to conscription, and 
as ordinary soldiers naturally had arms 
in their hands—and of ‘‘the machinations 
of Cardinal Mercier and the Belgian 
clergy.’’ He thought the Pope ought to 
call on prelates of the Church “to 


| preach reconciliation and consideration 


for the foe.’’. It does not require much 
acuteness to observe that this was aimed 
directly at Mercier. The Pope might 
make a good beginning, he suggested, 
by trying to get Italy and Austria to 
come to terms with each other; and 
finally all powers might be brought to 
‘“‘an exchange of views which should 
be, at first, not binding on them.”’ The 
Germans were especially addicted to 
this idea of a ‘‘ non-binding’ exchange 
of views, quite failing to realize that by 
1917 their record was such that their 
enemies were likely to take everything 
they said as non-binding. 

So this was the Kaiser’s Idea of the 
proper program for the Pope—to advise 
French priests not to fight, even though 
they wore the uniform; to silence Mer- 
cier or make him tell his people to be 
‘‘ considerate ’’ to the Germans, and to 
try to get Italy out of the war. One 
would give a good deal for the contem- 
porary. opinion of the astute Pacelli on 

s. 

Now for some things the Kaiser does 
not tell. This interview, which took 
place on June 29, more than a month 
before the papal peace note, has been 
described in some detail by Bethmann 
Hollweg (Betrachtungen zum Welt- 
kriege, II, 211 ff.) William’s account 
would create the impression that the 
subject of peace came into the conver- 
sation only after the weather and other 
topics had been disposed of, and that the 
idea cf a mediation by the Pope was 
first suggested by him.

Bethmann’s. answers ‘were very Beth- 
mann-like. Germany was enthusiastic 
for arbitration, was willing to limit ar- 
maments if everybody else would.do the 
same, and would restare the ‘“‘ full inde- 
pendence ”’ of Belgium; but ‘it would 
be unendurable that Belgium should 
come under the political, military and 
financial suzerainty of England and 
France.’’ In other words, it must re- 
main somehow under the sovereignty 
of Germany. As to Alsace-Lorraine, ‘‘ in 
case France were ready to come to an 
understanding,’’ said Bethmann, “ peace 
would not be wrecked on that point. A 
way out could be found under the for- 
mula of certain reciprocal rectifications 
of frontier.”’ Conceivably the exchange 
of the small and relatively worthless 
strip of upper Alsace, held by the 
French since the beginning of the war, 
for the iron fields of Briey. 

Having get this much out of Beth- 
mann, Pacelli went on to this interview 
with the Kaiser; and the first topic he 
brought up, according to Bethmann, 
was one which the Kaiser does not men- 
tion—the deportation of Belgian work- 
ingmen into Germany, on which the 
Pope had directed him to make “ vig- 
orous representations.’’ It was doubt- 
less this that brought out the Kaiser's 
complaints about Mercier, but Bethmann 
reports that William promised ‘‘to do 
everything he could.’’ As to the imperial 
advice on the duties of the Catholic 
Church, and especially the importance of 
not being outstripped in peace efforts 
by the Socialists, Bethmann corroborates 
William’s narrative.

So the eventual German re- 
ply to the papal note was much less fa- 
vorable than must have been anticipated 
in midsummer. Also the apparently 
favorable reception of the earlier pro- 
posals by the Germans seems to have 
persuaded the Vatican that a compro- 
mise might be reached on certain condi- 
tions which fell far short of the allied 
minimum, pgeabty on the point of Bel- 
gium. And finally the Vatican had not 
reckoned with President Wilson’s per- 
sonal experience with German promises, 
which had taught him the unreliability 
of amy assurances given by the Imperial 
Government. f 

On Aug. 27, President Wilson, reply- 
ing for the United States, said that the 
papal plan looked too much like a 
status quo ante peace; that ‘‘ we cannot 
take the word of the present rulers of 
Germany ”’ sufficiently to trust their 
conciliatory disposition in a peace con- 
ference, and that the real issue of the 
war had become “ the deliverance of the 
free peoples of the world from the men- 
ace and actual power of a vast military 
establishment.’’ 

The other Allies did not answer; they 
were apparently waiting for an answer 
to the private inquiries transmitted 
through the Vatican as to what Ger- 
many wanted. Instead of replying, the 
Germans tried to find out through Span- 
ish channels how much the Allies were 
—. to give; but the British felt 
that it was Germany’s turn to talk. 
The German and Austrian _ replies 
to the papel note were finally 
given out, after long delay, by a 
Swiss news agency on Sept. 20. The 
Austrians welcomed the proposal and 
indicated that they were ready and 
anxious to talk peace; the German 
reply merely recounted the Kaiser's 
services to the cause of peace, and said 
in effect that it was to be hoped that 
something would come of the papal pro- 
posal. Aside from arbitration and the 
limitation of armament the Pope’s spe- 
cific peace terms were not discussed at 
all. 
According to a statement made. by 
Erzberger after the war, this was ap- 
parently intended only for the reading 
public; the real reply (never published) 
was made by Chancellor Michaelis on 
Sept. 24, and said only that “‘ the situ- 
ation was not sufficiently clear’’ to 
make the declarations invited by Eng- 
land and France—the same old diffi- 
culty that had upset Wilson’s mediation 
in the previous Winter. The Germans 
were unwilling to get down to business

Fishermen's Trophy Challenger 


Unloads Ten Tons of Salt 
Carried in the Trials. 


MOTOR ALSO IS REMOVED 


Gloucester Is Confident Its Entry 
Will Beat Bluenose, but Asks 
Better Than Even Money. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 16.—The 
Henry Ford, the Gloucester fishing 
schooner named by the American Fish- 
ermen’s Race Committee to race against 
the Nova Scotia fishing schooner Blue- 
nose in a series of contests off this 
port for the possession of the Inter- 
national Fishermen's Trophy, will be 
a faster vessel when she goes out to 
battle the Canadian defender than she 
was in the elimination races last week. 
The Ford sailed the trial matches with 
ten tons of salt in her hold which had 
not been unloaded when she returned 
from the Banks. This salt was taken 
out today. 

A further lightening of the vessel was 
effected by the removal of the motor 
and winch used in hoisting the huge 
fore-and-aft sails. The Bluenose, which 
is also lying alongside one of. the 
Gloucester wharves, having come in Sat- 
urday morning, likewise put ashore her 
hoisting machinery this.morning. It is 
@ long time since fishermen were re- 
stricted to hand power to masthead 
their heavy sails, but with thirty hands 
aboard the work is accomplished in 
jig time. 

The International Trophy, which was 
offered in 1920 by The Halifax Herald 


and \The Evéning Mail, has arrived in 
Gloucester, and is on display in the 
window of the Gloucester Trust Com- 
pany. Gloucester hopes to see the 
silver cup return to its harbor at the 
Master Mariners Association, where it 
was moored during 1920-1921 after be 
ing captured by Captain Marty Welch 
in the Esperanto. But Gloucester, which 
has passed an expert eye over the 
Bluenose, admits that the Canadian de- 
fender will prove a hard ship to beat. 
The town has no end of confidence in 
Clayton Morrissey and the Ford, but it 
wants a little more than dollar for 
dollar in the betting. 

Gloucester is, however, supremely 
confident that should the Bluenose win 
she will be defaated in the special race 
here against the Mayflower following 
the cup series. It was agreed yester- 
day by all concerned that the winner 
of the International Trophy, whether 
the Ford or the Bluenoge, would meet 
the Boston schooner which the Cana- 
dian trustees declared ineligible for the 
Fishermen's Charapionship Cup.

BOOKS FOR GOUGING 


Fuel Administrator Pats Auditors 
to Work—Asks Buyers to 
Report. 


, Auditors under the direction of State 
Fuel Administrator William H. Woodin 
have begun an examination of the books 
of coal dealers in this city to ascer- 
tain whether there has been profiteering 
or infractions of the rules. This scru- 
tiny is to be pushed into every section 
of the State. In announcing this yes- 
terday Mr. Woodin again urged that 
those having knowledge of offenses 
against the State law regulating coal 
would report ther to his office. He said 
he would Uke to have all who believed 
they had been overcharged to let him 
know. 

Overcharging sliould be reported as a 
matter of self-protection, said Mr. 
Woodin. very complaint will be in- 
vestigated, and ne assured those com- 
plaining that they neéd not fear failure 
to get future supplies through any at- 
tempt of a dealer to ‘‘ get square.’’ He 
proposed personally, he added, to see 
that no dealer practiced discrimination 
against those who informed, 

According to Federal Administrator 
Cc. BE. Spens, only 5 per cent. of the 
Pennsylvania anthracite operators are 
not complying with the- production 
prices set by the Fair Practices Com- 
mittee of Pennsylvania. Mr. Spens yes- 
terday notified Mr. Woodin, who said 
it pointed to a voluntary regulation of 
anthracite coal prices that would en- 
able him more effectively to stop goug- 
ing. 

Mr. Spens said that 75 per cent. of 
the so-called company operators were 
selling coal at $8.50 a ton onboard cars 
at the mines, the price established by 
the Pennsylvania authorities. Of the 
remaining 25 per cent. production, mined 
by the independents, a maximum price 
of $9.25 a ton f. o. b. the mines was 
agreed upon.

Subscriptions Are Reported So 
Heavy That Issue May Be Raised 
From $500,000,000 to Billion. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Heavy of- 
ferings of 4% per cent. Victory notes 
due Dec. 15, in exchange for the new 
4%4 per cent. long term bonds, were re- 
ported to the Treasury Department to- 
night from the Federal Reserve dis- 
tricts. A number of applications for 
exchange also were recéived directly by 
the Treasury Department. 

Indications now are that these appli- 
cations, which will be received until 
Saturday, will carry the grand total of 
the first refunding bond issue consider- 
ably above the $750,000,000 mark, and 
that it may approach $1,000,000,000. It 
was indicated at the Treasury today 
that the total would be at least $750,- 
000,000, and probably more. 

The original offering was for $500,000,- 
000 or thereabouts, and when the books 
were closed for cash subscriptions on 
Saturday the Treasury Department offi- 
eclals decided to allot $500,000,000 wort 
of the bonds to cash subscribers. Vic- 
tory notes and certificates of indebted- 
ness, offered in exchange, had then 
reached a total of $150,000,000. These 
were allotted, making the total of th: 
new bond issue as of Saturday $650,- 
000,000. 

It is possible now that if Victory 
notes are offered in exchange in suffi- 
clent volume they will be accepted up 
to the point where the total issue of 
the new bonds will approximate the blil- 
lion dollar mark. This point will not 
be settled until the books are closed on 
Saturday for Victory notes and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness offered in ex- 
change, and the applications analyzed.

Public School Notes. 


The law commmittee of -the Board of Edu- 
cation will hold a meeting tomorrow on the 
new by-laws of that body. There is some 
Opposition cn the part of the teachers to 
some of the proposed laws. The meeting is 
for the purpose of a free discussion of the 
subject. 

The celebration of the twentieth anniver- 
fsary of the opening of the Washington Irv- 
| ing High School was held at the Commo- 
dore Hotel on Saturday night. About 200 
of the alumnae, a large number of the pu- 


pils of the school teachers of the present 
time and former times, were present. Among 
those in attendance were Associate Superin- 
tendent William McAndrew, former Principal 
of Washington Irving; the present Principal, 
Zabriskie; Associate Superintendent Clarence 
E. Meleney, who its in charge of high 
schools; Dr. John L. Tildsley,‘ former Vice

BIG BALANCE BUILT UP 


British Government Said to Have 
Sold Sterling Down From High 
Point of $4.45.

Officials of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York yesterday received and 
credited to the British Government the 
sum of $50,000,000, preliminary payment 
on the interest on Great Britain’s obli- 
gation of $4,277,000,000 contracted dur- 
ing war time. The payment was. made 
by J. P. Morgan & Co., fiscal agents in 
the United States for the British Gov- 
ernment, in half a dozen smaller checks 
drawn on several institutions in the 
financial district. 

The story of how this fund has been 

built up in New York by the British 
Government is an interesting one, par- 
ticularly because it has been a secret 
one, the details of which have not be- 
come known. The: balance was acquired 
in two ways, through the shipment of 
actual gold to the United States and 
through the purchase of dollars in the 
| New York market against the sales of 
| sterling. The job has been a good one, 
{for the exchange market has not been 
disturbed to any great extent, and the 
shipments of gold have come through 
from England to the United States 
without interruption or mishap. 

Although it is but a guess, it is the 
general opinion in the financial district 
that the bulk of the fund paid over yes- 
terday to the Treasury Department was 
acquired through .the sale of sterlifig, 
on the way down, from its high point 
of about $4.45 several weeks ago. There 
were particularly heavy offerings of 
sterling bills in the New York market 
at the time, offset to some extent, at 
least, by the purchases of sterling for 


shipment of coal to be made to this 
country. 


_British Gold Shipments. 


Shipments of gold, from which a part 
|of the fund was drawn, have been 
steady during the last few months, ar- 
though of moderate size. Of course, all 
of the gold which has been received here 


has not been for the account of the 
British Government. Some of it has 
jbeen for ordinary commercial transac- 
tions, the result of purchases at the gold 
auction in London. It is safe to say, 
however, that the larger part of re- 
cent shipments has been for the ac- 
;count of the British Government, en- 
gaged in piling up large deposits here, 
from ‘which. checks might be drawn, 
from time to time, to meet her indebted- 
ness_to the United States Government. 
Beaween Sept. 1 and Oct. 1 shipments 
of gold totaled $15,630,500, -while for 
August they were $33,704,783; for July, 
$39,322,907; for June, $11,050,281; for 
May, $7,704,647; for April, $16,148,045; 
for March, $29,861,884; for February, 
$23,893,850,

The Government had two distinct ob- 
ligations to meet yesterday. ‘One was 
the payment of interest on Liberty 
bonds and the other the payment for 
Treasury certificates of indebtedness 


pda ig were not exchanged: for the new 
bond issue. The funds used came from 
—_ principal sources, first, the $50,000,- 

000 paid to the Government by Great 
Britain; ‘second, the funds received in 
peyisat for the new bonds issued by 

Treasury Department. In addition 
to this fund, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New .York withdrew during the 
mere $17,000,000 from member banks 
of the New York district, and announce- 
ment was made at the bank that 
8,800,000 additional would be taken to- 
day from institutions of deposit. The 
effect was disorganization of the call 
money market and the demand of re- 
turn of-funds which had been put out 
on call, with Stock Exchange securities 
as collateral, several days ago. The 
renewal rate yesterday morning was 
4% per cent., but before the end of the 
day it had advanced by easy stages 
to the Yan. cent. figure, at which it 
closed. he .time money market, of 
course, was unaffected. 


Great Britain’s Debts. 


The opinion ts expressed in the finan- 
celal district by bankers who are familiar 
with the Government operations that the 
heavy churning about of funds among 
institutions, individuals and the Federal 
Reserve Bank is of temporary charac- 


ter, and that after two or three days, 
when the checks have: returned to the 
bank of issue, the money market will 
become calmer. 

Great  Britain’s obligation to the 
United .States -has not been fully or 
exactly determined. This will be one 
of the problems of the International 
Debt Commission, expected to meet. in 
Washington within the next few weeks. 
Sir Robert Horne ‘and other members 
of the British commission are expected 
to sail for the United States very soon 
and the work of the. commission will 
start on their arrival. Several weeks 
ago it was announced by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer of Great Britain that 
operations in building up a fund from 
which that-country might start paying 
its debt to the United States were in 
progress. 

The balance of Great Britain in this 
country has by no means been exhaust- 
ed by this payment of $50,000,000. No 
exact figures are obtainable about it, 
but in the financial district some cal- 
culations place the total of British de- 
posits here at something like three times 
the amount of that paid to the United 
States Government yesterday, although 
not all of it is for debt payments. 

The fund that remains and. the total 
before yesterday’s payment was not 
idle, but has been earning interest as it 
has accumulated. A large part of it, 
it was learned yesterday, was invested 
by J. P. Morgan & Co., agents of the 
British Government here, in. United 
States Treasury certificates of indebt- 
edness which matured on the date the 
initial payment was due. These were 
not presented as a part of the payment, 
however, but were cashed and deposited 
and checks drawn on this deposit.

“TAL COTTON RISE 


Trade livtaheehe ‘Refuse to: Fol- 
low Advance and Prices 
Lose 8 to 14 Points. 


Cotton sold at 22% cents in New York 
yesterday, an advance of 2% cents in 
less than two weeks. Then, as proved 
the case % of a cent lower, profit taking 
supplied all demand without a further 
rise being necessary to attract contracts. 
In a period of rising markets a halt is 
equally occasioned. by refusal’ of .trade 
interests to follow the advance. This 
was reversed yesterday, speculators be- 
coming conservative, though mills con- 
tinued active buyers. Realizing started 
with a few professional operators, but 


later became general, causing a setback 
of $2.a bale and leaving final prices 8 to 
14 ints below Saturday. 

The week opened with trading showing 
the same heavy volume of business pre- 
vailing recently. If anything, there was 
greater demand from trade sources than 
heretofore this season. With advances 
from textile quarters reflecting a fur- 
ther rise in prices as a result of larger 
bids for goods than mills cared to fill 
and Liverpool advancing about % of a 
cent, so many contracts were taken from 
the ring ‘that highest levels of the move- 
ment were soon recorded. All cotton for 
sale disappeared, both December and 
March touching ek cents, or % of a cent 
‘up from Friday ut this gain in three 
days resulted not only in lessening spec- 
ulative buying, but at the same time 
brought about a disposition to take 
profits. 

For a time realizing sales were ab« 
sorbed af full prices, but later in the 
morning selling of several professional 
lines had more effect. For the first time 
during the recent rise, the market 
ylelded under weight of cotton, running 
off 30 points before the tone steadied 
again. Cotton came both from local ana 
outside sources, commission houses 
takin profits the moment the rise 
halted. For several days hedge sales 
had made no impression, but fluctua- 
tions became more extensive yesterday, 
developing. irregularity. 

ew Orleans reflected increased prés- 
sure of cotton there, both from interior 
points and speculative holdings. One 
prominent operator was reported to 
have liquidated a line of cotton bought 
the latter part of the week. That 
market led the recent advance and. then 
started the reaction. It was not con- 
sidered surprising that a. realizing 
movement should develop after so large 
a quantity of both spots and contracts 
had been passed into trade hands.

NORWEGIAN BANK FAILS. 


Government Seéks to Re-establish It 
With a Big Loan. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The Ander- 
sens and Bergens Kréditbank of Bergen 
and Christiania, Norway, is in serious 


difficulties, according to cable advices 
today to the Department of Commerce 
from: Asistant Trade Commissioner Sor- 
ensen at Copenhagen. The dispatch said 
the losses were undetermined, but were 
reported to be very large. 

The bank is being reconstructed, the 
dispatch added, with a loan of 50,000,000 
kronen by the Norwegian Government 
and four other banks. The capital of 
the hank was 70,000,000 kronen and its 
surplus 42,000,000 kronen. \

“The safety movement has Jong since 
passed the crusade stage,’’ said Mar- 
cus A. Dow, Director of Safety of the 
New York Central Lines and President 
of the Council, ‘‘ and it is now a prac- 
tical constructive movement. The_right 
to work and to mingle in public places 
without injury is the right of every 
citizen of this country. The National 
Council is pledged to promote a na- 
tional spirit which will make the rec- 
ognition of that right paramount in 
the minds of all people. The council | 
is getting ready to enter actively upon 
a program of teaching safety in the 
schools. Another plan is a campaign 
directed at automobile accidents. Still 
another program which has the hearty 
support of both industrial and public 
safety men is the extension of local 
safety councils.

Cea did not recognize America when 
he saw it, nor did he suspect that tobacco, 
which he found the Indians smoking, chewing, 
and using as snuff, would one day be a vast item 
in the world’s commerce.
